Washington, D. C., March 4.—(Special.}— 
The Sixty-first congress came to an end today 
when the house of representatives adjourned 
gine die at 12:15 p. m. and the senate session 
expired at 12:30 p. m. by constitutional limita- 


tion. 

The three hour session of the house was 
marked by scenes bordering on the riotous 
in the effort of members to block legislation. 
The stormy filibuster was a success in killing 
off the permanent tariff board bill, which had 
passed the senate by a vote of5éto 23. Find- 
ing he could not press the measure to passage, 
Representative Payne, who had it in chdrge, 
withdrew it. 

In the senate also there was a filfbuster, lea 
by Senator Owen. The resolution formally 
approving the New Mexico constitution was 
Mr. Owen, insisting 
that the Arizona constitution, which only 
reached Washington yesterday, should be ap- 
proved at the same time, beld the floor until 
the leaders finally agreed to couple Arizona 
with New Mexico. Then the senate voted 
down the resolution. It was asserted later 
that this does not mean that New Mexico 
eannot be admitted by action of the president.

MAD DOG BITES 7 CHILDREN 
WHOM KENOSHA SENDS TOCITY 


Health Board Passes Emergency Muz- 
sling Order Following Analysis of 
Dead Animal’s Brain. 


Seven Kenosha children were brought to 
the Pasteur institute in Chicago yesterday 
afternoon for the prevention of rabies as a 
result of bites of a mad dog in Kenosha 
Thursday.. afternoon. They are: Wille 
Scholey, a nephew of the mayor, M. J. Scho- 

‘ley; Irene Aspoth, Olga Knautz, Harry 
Nickel, Cecil Morrow, John Miller, and Henry 
Langenbach. 

All the children and, it is feared, almost a 
score of other people were bitten by the dog, 
the brain of which was analyzed at the Wis- 
consin hygienic laboratory at Madison Fri- 
day afternoon. It was found the dog had 
been suffering from a dengerous type of 
rabies. 

The Kenosha health board held a epecia! 
meeting in the morning and directed that all 
the children be sent to the Pasteur institute 
under the direction of the city and that all 
dogs in Kenosha be muzzled for ninety days. 
Several children were lacerated by the maf 
dog. It is said that many dogs were bitten. 

Mayor Scholey and Health Officer Dr. John 
B. Spalding came with the children to Chi- 
cago and arranged for them to remain in the 
institute until considered out of danger.

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DYRENFORTH BOY 


BELIEVED OF TASK 


wise Proves Successful in 


% Her Effort to Break 
Strange Will. 


SETTLEMENT IS MADE. 


Robert St. George Dyrenforth II., foster 
grandgon of the late Col. St. George Dyren- 
forth, will not have to fulfill any of the nearly 
impossible requirements of his grandfather's 
will in order to receive an interest in the es- 
tate, valued at from $250,000 to $500,000. 

According to Washington dispatches, the 
‘eccentric will was broken yesterday by his 
widow, Mre. Jennie Dyrenforth, who insti- 
tuted suit for a share in the estate soon 
after the death of her husband last summer. . 

By the provisions of the will young Dyren- 
forth, who is only 12 years old, wae to be 
graduated from high school at the age of 14, 
finish Harvard university at 18, spend four 
years at the West Point military academy, 
and serve as 4 lieutenant in the United 
States army for a time and then resign. 

One of the chief injunctions left by the 
colonel for the boy was ‘’ beware of women.”’ 
He stipulated that the young man should 
never marry beneath him, and, in fact, should 
show cynicism toward all members of the 
opposite sex. ew | 

Widow to Get Residence. 

Ww. H. Dyrenforth, a brother of the colonel 
and the guardian of the boy, said at his Eim- 
hurst residence that Col. Dyrenforth’s widow 
would not get all the estate but that e settle- 
ment had been arranged among the various 
relatives. 

“1 don’t know just what the settlement is,” 
he asserted, “as it is being arranged in 
Washington. The breaking of the will means 
that young Robert will not-have to carry out 
all the provisions of my brother's will to 
share in the estate. The value of the prop- 
erty hes been exaggerated. I cannot say 
just whet it amounts 6.” 

Aceording to the Washington. dispatches 

the widow, who was estranged from Col. 
Dyrenforth at the time of hig death, is to re- 
ceive the Sixteenth street residence in that 
city, worth about $85,000. This was conveyed 
several yeare ago by Mrs. Dyrenforth to 
J. Wiis Dyrenforth of Chicago under a 
tacit trust without consideration. 

Justice Barnard held that Col. Dyrenforth 
hed no right to disregard her Interest in this

Washington. D. C., March 4.—[Special. }— 
Senator-Joseph Weldon Bailey of Texas be- 
came peevish this morning over the refusal 
of Democrats to follow his lead and offered 
his resignation to his friend, the governor of 
Tc xas, 

Fully understanding Mr. Bailey did not 
mean what he telegraphed, the governor de- 
clined to accept the resignation. 

In the meantime all the friends of Bailey 
were gathering about him telling him how 
valuable he was to the country and how his 
retiremént would cause a national calamity 
and perhaps precipitate a panic in Wall 
street. 

They urged, begged, petitioned, and ap- 
pealed to the Texag orator to continue to 
adorn the upper house of congress. They 
flattered his vanity until Bailey came to be- 
lieve they meant what they said, and finally 
he reluctantly consented to do as they wished 
and aq the governor of Texas wished, and 


wished. and as various other interests wished, 
and not to do what he said he proposed to do. 


Lorimer and Hines Rejoice. 

This announcement created joy among his 
friends in Washington, including his own 
favorite, Willlam Lorimeéry and the latter’s 
stanch ally, Edward Hines of lumber fame. 
The decision to remain In the senate also 
will create joy among hig friends in New 
York and in Texas. 

The people of the United States will never 
realize. how near thelr government was to 
destruction; how near it came to the rocks 
of corporation domination, as a result of 
Bailey’s action today. Perhaps they will 
gain a giimmer of their dreadful plight by a 
careful perusal of the following telegram 
which was sent by certain Democratic sen- 
atore to the legislature or the state of Texas: 


**We Democratic’ senators, speaking for our- 
selves and for other Democratic senators, regard 
the proposed resignation of Senator Bailey as a 
national calamity, and we urge upon the people 
of Texas to demand that he withdraw the same, 
and that he continue to serve in the senate of which 
he is the undisputed and most conspicuous leader.’’ 


Men Who Signed Message. 

This message was signed by Senators 
Paynter of Kentucky, Bacon of Georgia, 
(Foster of Louisiana, Overman, of North 
Carolina, Fletcher and Taliaferro of Florida, 
Bankhead and Johnston of Alabama, Percy 
of Mississippi, Taylor of Tennessee. and Wat- 
son of West Virginia. The other Democratic 
senators for whom the senators named as- 
sumed to speak were Thornton of Louisiana 
and ‘Tillman of South Carolina. 

Thus, by his play to the galleries, Bailey 
has pledged twelve Democratic senators to 
his support. It is not likely, however, that 
such men ag Bacon, Overman, Percy, and 
Taylor will forego their independence on 
great moral questions and follow the course 
laid down by the Texan, no matter how 
specious his arguments may be. , 

These four men refused to accept the view 
of Bailey that bribery and corruption were 
not employed in the election of William 


sented to them again. undoubtedly they 
would do their own thinking. All the other 
senators who signed the telegram, as well as 
Thornton and Tillman, may be regarded as 
blind followers of Bailey. 


Sherman Pleads with Him. 

But these Democrats named were not the 
only ones who pleaded with Bailey that he 
retain his eeat. The vice preaident of the 
United States, the Hon. James Schoolcraft 
Sherman, William Lorimer, and other notable 
representatives of what is left of the “old 
guard” besought the Texan to abandon what 
they believed to be his purpose to cast the 
country to its fate. 

Adamantine as he wae this morning when 
he résigned to his friend, the governor of 
Texas, Mr. Bailey's rigid purpose slowly 
melted under the rain of tears that fell upon 
it, and at 6 o'clock he would continue to re- 
main @ senator of the United States. He ex- 
pects in the mext senate @ following of the

Bailey will not be the leader of the Demo- 
crats in the next congress, however.

FOLLOWS LABOR DISPUTE. 


Tieup Matks New Phase of Ju- 
risdictional Attack on 
the Steamfitters’ 

Union. 


A strike of all building trades workmen 
affiliated with the Chicago Building Trades 
council was. called yesterday to take effect 
tomorrow morning. 

The strike will affect all building operations 

throughout the city where steamfitters who 
are members of the international association 
are employed and marks another phase of the 
jutisdictional warfare of the United Associa~- 
tion of Plumbers, Gasfitters, Steamfitters, 
snd Steamfitters’ Helpers against the Chi- 
cago Steamfitters’ union. 
' The action was taken by the board of busi- 
ness agents of al] trades affiliated with the 
council and will throw out of work between 
3,000, and 5,000 men, tneluding electrical 
workers, sheet metal workers, structurai 
iron workers, building laborers, and other 
crafts. More than 600 plumbers and gas- 
fitters went out on strike last week. 


Will Affect Big Buildings. 
Fractically all large buildings in the loop 
district will be strikebound if the order goes 
into effect.. President Alpine of the United 
Association of Plumbers declared that every 
tiude affiliated with the building trades coun- 
cil is determined to stand by the plumbers in 
the fight against the steamfitters, and he 
added that the strike ordered for the 
purpose of bringing the df e to an.issue. 
Feeling between the two warring factions | 
was imbittered by a decision of the con- 
tractors who employ both plumbers and 
steamfitters of refusing to discharge*their 
sieamfitters on the demand of the striking 
plumbers. 


Predict Spirited Oontest. 

Officials of unions outside of the building 
trades’ council expressed doubt that the 
plumbers would be able to put the steam- 
fitters’ unior® out of business by e strike of 
the trades in the council. | 

An informal meeting of the arbitration 
committee of the Chicago Master Plumbers’ 
association was held during the day. Ar- 
rangements were made to bring about a joint 
meeting with a committee of the employing 
steamfitters and leading erchitects for the 
purpose of trying to reach an adjustment of 
th® dispute. A joint meeting prokehly will 
be held tomotrow or Tuesday. — 

Charles M. Ran, business agent of the 
steamfitters’ union, asserted the fight made 
against his union by the plumbers is unjust 
and without excuge. ' 

Gives His Version of Fight, 

“ We do not want the per capita tax of the 
steamfitters’ union, as hae been charged,” 
said President John R. Alpine of the Plumb- 
ers’ inion. “ Our fight fs simply an effort to” 
carry into effect the decision of the building 
trades department of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. At the recent meeting of the 
executive council of the A. F’. of L. President 
Gompers and Presigent Short of the buflding 
trades department were authorized to secure 
the amalgamation of the steamfitters with 
the other unions of pipe trades. That {fs all 
there is to the fight and wé are going to prose- 


cute it to the bitter end.”

Boston, Mass., March 4.-—[Special. }-Prof.

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DENEEN UTILITY BILL READY 


Administration Measure Will Be 
Given to Legislature Tuesday. 


| DIFFERS FROM ITS RIVALS. 


Provides for Commission to Contest 
Public Service Bodies, — « 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Springfield, Ill, March 4.—[Special.]—Gov. 
Deneen’s idea of a public utilities law which 
will place the public service corporations in 
all of the downstate cities.and villages under 
the control of a state commission was made 
public today. 

The administration bili will be introduced 
Tuesday and will be brought to the attention 
of the legislators at the public hearing al- 
ready set for the consideration of the Raw- 
leigh bill in the house and the Ettelson bill 
in the senate. 

The Ettelson bill provides for two commis- 
sions, one covering Chicago, appointive by 
the mayor, and the other, appointive by the 
governor, covering the municipalities in the 
downstate, about 709 in all. 

The Rawleigh bill affects cities and villages 
in-counties of 20,000 population and less. It 
is. modeled directly @fter the Wisconain and 
New York laws. It amplifies the powers of 
the railroad and warehouse commission to 
the extent that it shall become the downstate 
public utilities commission, have power to 
adjust a standard of service and rates, have 
supervision of the financial departments of 
the corporations, power to examine the books 
and to enforce decisions concerning just 
rates. — 


Features Urged by Deneen. 

Gov. Deneen said in the main the provisions 
of the Rawleigh bill will be acceptable to the 
administration, but he set forth that the ad- 
ministration bill will differ in essential prin- 
ciples as follows: 

i. It does not provide special legal ma- 
' ¢ehinery for administration of the com- 
mission. 
2. It omits provisions for perpetual 
franchise. 
8. It omits all reference to municipal 
purchase and ownership. 

This bill provides for a bureau of standards 
at the University of llilinois, The reasons for 
this are these: 

The university departments already have 
much suitable apparatus which the state need 
not duplicate. 

There is reagon to think that both the pub- 
lic and the corporations would have confi- 
dence in such a scientific body. 

Additional apparatus purchased by the 
commission would be available also for the 
university departments needing it, when not 
in use by the commission. \ 


: Renewed Activity, Is Expected. 

The governor is sat that many of the 
principal matters to which he directed the 
attention of the legislature in his biennial 
message will become statutes, notwithstand-

ion of Mrs. Haryot Holt Dey, would be an 
antidote for the divorce evil. She says in- 
dividuals change every seven years and 
ought to be allowed to live up to it. 

Mrs. Dey propoundéd this theory today. 
She electrified the Woman’s Press club a 
week ago with an obverse view of Col. 
Roosevelt's pet theory concerning race sul- 
cide as well as the proposition of Dr. Eliot 
that every woman should be the mother of 
eight children, 

“The world is full of men running away 
from their responsibilities—in other words, 
the support of their wives and children,” she 
said. 


Hints to Roosevelt and Eliot. 

Mrs. Dey suggested that, should Col. 
Roosevelt and Dr. Eliot pursue the runaways 
and return them to the mothers left to pro- 
vide for the “ bunches of eight,” the women 
would form a. committee to consider their 
duty in providing so generoue a family. She 
said further that, according to the idea ob- 
taining in some, quarters that a man in the 
next incarnation becomes a woman, both 
Col. Roosevelt and Dr. Ellot might have a 
chance of putting their theories to the test. 

“The facts I have cited,” said Mrs. Dey, 
“present an dspect so serious that even de- 
serting husbands cannot afford to take them 
lightly. Under existing circumstances wives, 
formerly a drug on the market, will shortly 
be at a premium. 


Change in Marriage View. 

Matrimony is on a wholly different basis 
from what it was even two or three years 
ago. 

“ There ere two irrefutable reasons which 
appear to have escaped the sharp ayes of 
Col. Roosevelt and Dr. Eliot as the under- 
lying cause of the present unpopularity of 
‘bunches of eight.’ One is that the child 
is not really a bond. The other reason is 
that women have made homes for themselves 
and are earriing enough to support those 
homes; living in peace and freedom. and a 
husband and childrem are the least of their 
troubles. The stigma of spinsterhood is a 
well exploded tradition. That is why wom- 
en are not rushing into marriage nowadays.”’ 


Defends Seven Year Plan. 

“T base my demand for a seven year mar- 
riage lease on the fact that the human sys- 
tem changes every seven years. One might 
be madly in love during the first period of 
married life and wake up to find that hus- 
band or wife was the complete reverse of 
one’s dreams, wholly unsuited, and yet 
the other would be doomed either to under- 
go the ignoring of a divorce suit or struggle 
on bending the neck to a yoke more galling 
with each day that passed. 

“On the other hand, if a lease were signed 
at the time of marriage, with the possibility 
of freedom at the end of the given term, 
should either desire it, consider what it would 
mean. A wife would conclude to keep si- 
lemece, to reveal nothing of domestic inhar- 
mony with the close of her seven year sen- 
tence in sight. Both husband and wife with 
the knowledge that mutual respect and re- 
dance could only bring about the perpetu- 
ation of the bond! would be legs careless of 
each other’s rights and feelings. The children 
would escape the heritage of scandal which 
go often attaches to divorced parents. 


Wot Like Trial Marirage. 

“My idea is im no sense like the proposed 
triab marriage, which I consider an inade- 
quate provision. Sincerity of purpose on 
both sidew is es often subject to woeful dis- 


appointment as a filppant attitude towerd ' west Mo 


the marriage tie.. A lease which shall allow 

@ reasonable time for the adjustment of two 
heuisa beings, while not condemning those 
who fail to eternal incompatibility, would 
practically end the divorce habit by discour- 
aging those who are making a collection of 
husbands or wives. The signing of a leage 
after seven years of happy wedlock to make 
the contract valid for a second term woud in- 
deed be a joyous occasion.”’ 

“When a lease wae vacated, what would 
become of the children?” 

“ What becomes of the children of any 4t- 
vided parents? Would they be better off ina 
household where the heads were constantly 
at variance?”

WAS A FRIEND OF LINCOLN. 


Resemblance to Assassin Booth Caused 
Him Embarrassment. 


Frederick L. Fake Sr., father of Municipal 
court Judge Fake and once a close friend 
of President Lincoln, died at the Hahne- 
mann hospital yesterday after an illness of 
two months. He had béen an invalid for 
nearly twenty years. Death was due par- 
i to heart trouble. He was 75 years 
o 

Mr. Fake was born at Bacon Hil), N. Y.. 
on June 29, 1885. He attended the law 
department of Harvard university, but was 
unable to pursue his studies there because 
of business reverses in his family. He en- 


tered a New York banking firm. He came 


to Chicago to take charge of the land de- 
partment of the Illinois Central railroad 
when still a young man. 


Joins Board of Trade. 

In October, 1859, he married Miss Lucy 
Duncan Hall, eldest daughtér of Amos T. 
Hall, a former mayor of Aurora. He re- 
mained with the Illinois Centra] unt!) a few 
years before the civil war, when he became 
a member of the Chicago board of trade. 

When the civil war began he joined the 
Eighty-ninth IllMnolg volunteers. At the 
close of the war he became paying teller of 


Solomon Sturges & Co., a banking concern. 


His businese frequently took him to Wash- 
ington, and he became acquainted with Pres- 
ident Lincoln in this way. He closed con- 
tracts with the government for horses and 
meat, which were handled by the banking 
concern’s interests.

An episode of interest in Mr Fake’s lik 
happened on the evening President Lincoln 
Was assassinated. He had talked to the presi- 
dent during the day and left Washington by } 
train for Baltimore at about the time the 
fatal shot waa fired. He bore a close resem- 
blance to John Wilkes Booth, so close, in 
fact, that hie wife once refused to be con- 
vinced that Booth was not her husband when 
he appeared on the stage of a Chicago theater. : 

Passengers of the train became convinced 
that Mr. Fake was the assassin, started to 
mob him, and would probably have killed him 
had it not been for the intervention of the 
conductor, who knew him.

PAST OF SENATOR 


Osborn of Michigan Charges 


J. M. Murtha Has Record 
in New York City. 


LEADER OF THE MINORITY 


Result of Attack on State Execu- 
tive by Legislator from 
Detroit. 


Lansing, Mich., March 4—({Special. }—De- 
termined that the general public shall pass 
upon the character and personality of the 
legislators he cliarges with biocking his ef- 
forts to clean out all undesirable officehold- 
ers, Gov. Chase 8. Osborn today laid bare the 
private life of the Democratic senator frot 
Detroit, James M. Murtha, while the minor- 
ity leader was a Tammany lleutenent and an 
attorney in New York City. 

The governor charges that Murtha de- 
frauded a client out of $2,000 and intimated « 
grand jury might be called to determine how 
he got credentials to gain admission to prac- 
tice in Michigan. 

The quarrel between the governor and 
Murtha started at the beginning of the ses- 
gion when the senator voted with a majority 
of the standpat Republicans to confirm the 
recess appointments of ex-Gov. Fred M War- 
rer. 

Called. Osborn “Four Flusher.” 

At that time Murtha in a speech delivered 
from the floor of the senate referred to the 
chief execufive as a political four flusher 
and charged that his so-called * house clean- 
ing "’ methods amounted to nothing more 
than a cheap way to secure advertising. 

The governor then is said to have made the 
remark that he would-show up all the men 
who stood in the way of good government 
and honest officials. 

It was called to the executive's attention 
that the Detroit police department had un- 
der surveillance a certain Detroit legislator, 
and the governor, it is said, didscovered that 
Murtha was the man. Immediately after 
learning the facts in the case he te to 
Mayor Gaynor of New York and fen made 
him a personal visit. 

Police Conmimissioner Cropsy of New York 
gave the governor a report showing the 
transactions of Murtha while practicing in 
that city and produced eyidence toshow a 
warrant had been issued for his arrest, but 
it never was served, as the man was sup- 
posed to have committed suicide. His cloth- 
ing was found on the banks of the North 
river. This was in 1905. From the report 
of Mr. Cropsy it is shown that Murtha was 
suspended from practice for three years. 


Gets New Start in Life. 

Murtha went to Detroit and occupied an 
obscure position, but he finally worked up 
an excellent law practice and began to take 
a prominent part in politics. Last fail he 
was nominated for the state senate on the 
Democratic ticket by a large majority and 
was elected without opposition. Being an 
orator and @ natural leader he was selected 
to head the minority forces in the legislature. 

Dispatches sent out from Detroit, where 
Murtha is ill in a hospital, credit him with 
admitting the facts as given out by the gov- 
ernor, but even from his'sick bed he ée- 
eclares that Gov. Osborn cannot compel bim te

Lee E. Haseman, 20 years old, of Wheaton, 
Til, was arrested yesterday mornifi¢ at the 
Cashier's window of the First Trust and Sav- 
ings bank of Chicago, where he was trying 
to cash a check for $4,000. He is said to 
have obtained the check by fraud from the 
cashier of the Union Netional bank of Elgin. 


Haseman had deposited a supposed forged 


check for $5,500 on the First Netiona!l bank 
of Chicago at the Elgin bank. It was pur- 
ported to be drawn by Ida M. Kimball and to 
be certified by the teller of the Chicago bank. 


Tries to Pass Cashier’s Check. 

Before the Elgin bank ofhcials detected the 
supposed forgery Haseman withdrew $4,000 
in the.form of a cashier’s check, leaving the 
balance of $1,500 on deposit and taking out a 
bank book to show his “ standing" with the 
Elgin bank. He was trying to negotiate the 
cashier’s check at the Chicago bank when ar- 
rested. : 

Cashier A. L. Metzel of the Elgin bank had 
inspected the certified check on the First Na- 
tional bank of Chicago, pronounced it a 
forgery, stopped payment, and notified the 
Chicago police department. 

Detectives took up the trail of Haseman in 
Chicago.

GROSSCUP SCORED BY COURT”

Judge Clark Denounces Jurist for With- 
holding Record in Suit—Revealed by 

- Injunction. ‘ : ? 

Withholding a certain order in the traction 
consolidation case from the public reccrds 
last fall drew upon Judge Peter 8. Grosacup 
of the United States Circuit court yesterday 
the censure of Judge Thomas C. Clark of 
the Circuit court. 

The suppression of the order, on which the 
absorption of the Consolidatéd lines: within 
the city by the Chicago Rallways company 
was based, resulted in Mrs. Mary Adelaide 
Yerkes, through her attorneys, obtaining an 
injunction from the state courte to prevent 
something which already had been done 
without their knowledge. 

The matter came up before JudgeClark on 
a motion for an injunction to stop eny fur- 
ther action in the reorganization matter by 
Louls 8. Owsley, executor of the estate of 
Charles T. Yerkes, and the banks which held 
the Yerkes Consolidated bonds in pledge. 
The temporary injunction was denied, how- 
ever, on the ground that circumstances made 
it advisable to lasue no injunction until the 
final hearing of the cause. 

“In my judgment,” said Judge Clark, 
“even if. the court was satisfied that its 
action ultimately would prove to be to the 
best interest of all concerned, the withbold- 
ing from the public records of the order 
stated to have dbeén entered was an act which 
cannot be too severely. condemned.”

Total Cost of Kaiser’s New Theater 
Which Will Face Reichstag Is 
Likely to Exceed $5,000,000,:

BERLIN, March 4.—The budget committee 
of the Prussian parliament yesterday voted 
$160,000 for the purchase of a site for the new 
royal opera house. The building will face the 
reichstag and the total cost will exceed 
$5,000,000. The crown contributes $750,000 
and ft is expected $2,000,000 can be raised by 
the transfer of the existing opera house to the 
municipality. No design has been accepted, 
but the kalser approves ‘one providing an 
auditorium seating 2,500, with a royal box 
accommodating 100 The kaiser and kaiserin 
each hes a suite of rooms, in addition to the 
royal dining room, tearoom, and kitchen. 

The stage will be 120 feet wide and ninety 
feet deep.

public, and said in support of his suggestion 
that @ customer of his, “ a very peculiar co!- 
lector, who never purchased anything at 
public sales because he wished to keep se- 
cret the prices he paid,” had offered to buy 
the armor for $5 000.

Great Britain, which in the past has been 
accustomed to discuss, with a considerable 
amount of superiority and aloofness, the 
problems of the United States in connection 
with the colored racea, and frequently has 
volunteered useless advice, based on lamenta- 
bie ignorance of American conditions—ad- 
vice proffered with the most exasperating air 

of condescension—now is confronted by diffi- 
culties of the same kind within the limite of 
her vast empire.

The Roman Catholic clergy, as well as those 
of the Church of England and of the Presby- 
terlan denomination, are combating the

grandeur and importance of that vast em- 
pire upon which the sun never sets lay in the 
dependencies beyond the sea. 

A complete revulsion of feeling ensued, and 
today the English are as eager to conciliate 
their colonies and to avert the danger of their 
secession as they were formerly indifferent 
about the matter. That.is why the people 
in London are not merely deferring to the 
prejudices of their Canadian, Australian, 
and South African fellow citizens on the sub- 
ject of color but even going so far as to adopt 
these prejudices themselves. 

How things have changed in this respect 
may be seen from the fact that twelve, fif- 
teen, and twenty years ago full fledged ne- 
groes were admitted to the Engl ish bar, which 
is a close corporation, extremely careful 
about those whom it elects to membership, 
one of the indispensable qualifications being 
that the candidate must be a gentleman, in 
the English sense of the word; that is to say, 
by birth and education, and, moreover, must 
hever have been in trade or have been guilty 
of any violation of the ethics that govern the 
conduct of good Amat 


In the English cause -osithre which took place 
at Chester last month, in connection with 
the murder of a county magnate, G. H. Storrs 
of Gorse Hall, Dukinfield, the prisoner was 
ably defended by a veteran negro barrister, 
whose grayish-white bob wig—worn by all 
the members of the bar and by the judges— 
contrasted strikingly with the ebony hue of 
hig typically negro features, but whose deli- 
cacy and gentle consideration tn examining 
the widow of the murdered man excited the 
admiration of all present in ‘court. Then 
there was that fine old fellow, Sir Samuel 
Lewis, who, a native of the west coast of Af- 
rica, graduated from the London wniveralty, 
was called to the bar from Lincoln's Inn, and 
who became chief justice of the British col- 
ony of Sierra Leone, a member of its legis- 
lative council, and the first mayor of Free 
Town. 

It was, however, for his services as chief 
justice of the colony thet the late Queen 


Victoria bestowed upon him the dignity of a 


knight commander of the Order of St. Michael 
and St. George. This was the first time that 
a British order of knighthood had ever been 
conferred upon an African. It was an honor 
usually reserved for ministers plenipoten- 
tiary, colonial governors, and premiers, for 
generals and for admirals, and not only en- 
dowed him with the right to prefix “ Sir”’ 
to his Christian name but algo with the 
‘‘pas” over officials and dignitaries not so 
highly honored. | 

At the same time, hie wife became a lady of 
title, and ever since then has been officially 
styled “ Lady ”’ Lewis. Like her hucbend, 
she was presented at court, in England, and 
stfll survives, the. leader of society of Free 
Town, in Sietra Leone, where on officialoceca- 
sions she takes precedence of afl the white 
and native women of the colony, except the 
wife of the ce baicias ee i”.

KUTAB MINAR A WONDER. 


Column: Two Hundred and Fifty 


Feet High and Covered with 
Beautiful Sculpturing. —

DELHI, Punjab, India, Jan. 11.-,Imperial 
Delhi begins far out in the country, out in 
an arid waste dotted by gardens and count- 
less ruins of the mighty walls of once mighty 
cities. 

There are marvels about Delhi and a whole 
diadem of eplendors in the fort, put a drive 
of eleven miles brings us to the foot of a 
unique, splendid, and unrivaled beauty. The 
bullders were Turks, descendants of slaves, 
themselves slave kings. But whether the 
mosque and the minar were built by Kutah- 
ud-Din, the first of the Slave dynasty, or 
completed by Altamsh, the third end greatest 
of this dynasty, is not known. There is but 
a year’s difference between their reigna, 
which together covered the thirty years fol- 
lowing 1206. Possibly these noble buildings 
were begun by Kutab when he was yet @ gen- 
eral of that swashbuckling conqueror, Mo- 
hammed of Ghor. ; 

Through the city and out the Delhi gate 
near which, the guide book'tells you, Lieut. 
Hodson shot the rebel princes rounded up in 
the wreck of the mutiny. The road is the 
famous Grand Trunk, the great and re- 
nowned highway of northern India, broader 
than our National Pike or the old Cumber- 
land road, better kept and beautifully shad- 
ed. It still bears one of the Moghul! mile- 
stones, a kos miner. A kos was a little less 
than a league. I know of no other road 
Mke this. It recalls the Applian way, but that 


is all. 
Capito] Often Moved. 

For hundreds of years Delhi was the capi- 
tol, but-the capitol would not stay put. It 
was not only moved about to other cities, 
Agra and Lahore, but it did not remain long 
in any one Place at Delhi. You have scarcely 
left the city before there.looms up to the 
right the ruins of the mighty fortress of 
Firoz Shah, a Tughlak king df the fourteenth 
century. It still contains splendid monu- 
ments, though out of its ruins Shah Jahen 
drew much of the raw material for his great 
works in what is now Delhi... But enough 
remains to show that. Firoszabad was even 
larger than the present Delhi. Then there 
is Indrapat, an ancient Hindoo city, over 
the. ruins of which Humayum the Moghul 
built the lofty walls of his fort. 

These and lesser luminaries, tombs, bits 
of forts, and other structures which lift their 
noble, domed heads above the foliage on 
every side must be passed by. It is a se- 
lective process at Delhi. You jog along 
past a huge tomb with a noble portal and 
a dome of such colored tiles that you feel 
you never before saw color, without pause. 
There ts always something in the distance 
drawing you on. This time itisa great white 
bubble which rises grandly above the mauso- 
leum of Humayum, the second of the 
Moghuls. 

We leave the main road here. In a.moment 
we are at the noble portal of the tomb, bullt 
by his son Akbar. The wings of the gate 
slope back on each side, an ancient arrange- 
ment and interesting because found in the 
first great structure erected by Moghuls. 
Time has softened the clear gray stone of 
the arch and blehded its red stone face and 
ivoried the marble inlaid work. 

Mosque on Sandstone Platform. 

A garden of thirteen acres stretches before 
you within the gate. Stately old trees and 
low shrubg in gorgeous blossom, greensward, 
and broad red graveled walks, with water 
courses down their center, which expand into 
large rectanguler basins at regular intervals. 
The winding river beyond, with its sandy 
banks; the level, fertile. plain of Jumna 
stretching away interminably. All goes to 
make up the setting of the great mosque, 
which rises upon a platform of red sand- 
stone twenty feet high in the center of the 
garden. Steps are so placed that the lowest 
is in line with the base; the topmost has 
taken you through the platform, landing 
you well back on the platform. . 

The tomb is 160 feet square, with its angles 
cut away. On each side are three arched en- 
trances, the highest in the center squarely 
in front of the tomb.: There are many. oc- 
tagonal apartments within, including the 
tomb chamber, itself nearly fifty feet across, 
over which is a white marble dome. Soft 
light filters into the tomb chamber through 
majestic windows deeply recessed and filled 
with delicate red stone or marble lattice 


‘windows, cut ‘from a single stone. The em- 


peror’s cenotapgh is of white marble, plain.

Cenietery a Place of Beauty. 

‘There are strikingly picturesque and 
really ful’ things in this burying 
ground, It: alone would make an average 
Indian. city a pilgrimage place: for lovers of 
the beautiful. ‘It is a holy place; for here is 
the shrine of a saint who hed a famous quar- 
rel with the Emperor Tughblak Shah. It was 
while they were at work on the tank. The 
emperor wanted to withdraw the workmen 
for his fortress at Tughlakabad. Whereu 
the saint started a night shift_on the talk. 
But the emperor stopped hie supply of oil. 
Now comes the miracle. The water of the 
tank turned to oil, which brought ‘upon it 
the emperdr’s curse; the saint got even by 
cursing the city Tughlak was building. Later 
the saint wes implicated in a plot against 
the emperor’s life. When told that the lat- 
ter was returning to punish him the saint ex- 
claimed: ‘‘ Dethi is still far off,” a phrase 
which has passed into proverb. 

Through little courtyards and over rough, 
uheven passageways to the tomb. of the 
@gaint, a white marble buiMing with a broad 
veranda. It is in use, |. e., people come here 
to pray to the saint. Consequently the 
marbie has been whitewashed and the marble 
cenotaph covered with wilted flowers. There 
are times when one regrets that whitewash 
was ever invented. 


Gems of the Dargah. 

But the gems of the dargah are three 
little tombs exposed to the sky in a small rec- 
tanguler plot of ground inclosed by a high 
marble fence. But such a fence you never 
saw and never will until you stand here, for 
there is nothing quite like it inyall the world. 
Twelve foot high white marble posts grace- 
fully carved; between each two posts a 
single two inch thick slab of marble cut like 
lace, soft and of the color of old ivory. A 
pair of doors to each inclosure swing inward 
on heavy bronze hinges. Each is a single 
sheet of marble with flower ornamentation 
in strong relief. 

One of the tombs ig that of an emperor's 
sister, another of an emperor, the third the 
son of an emperor. The cenotaph of the 
noble lady.is deeply indented on top and 
grase grows there. A fine marble tombstone 
near the head of the grave refers to the 
sentiment which prompted this humble ar- 
rangement. Back of these tombs Is that of 
the famous poet Amir Khusrau, “ the sweet 
tongued parrot”’ and friend of the saint. 
Then there is the Hall of the Sixty-four Pil- 
lars, which brings this old burying ground 
in touch with modern deeds. It is the family 
vault of the Azum khan, called the Atgah 
khail or gang because royalty unduly fa- 
vored them. 

Pilgrims Coming and Going. 

Pilgrims are coming. and going. Slowly 
moving bullock carts loaded with grain grunt 
along the way. A woman, carrying a bed on 
her heed. Another brand of fakir, jingling 
with iron chaing, the bells which hang from 
hie neck swinging and ringing, his heavy 
carved rosary rattling, his matted woolly 
heir topped by a high peaked cap, in itself a 
little museum of curios. He does not look 
humen, like a walking automaton of yellow 
mud, smeared thick. with. ashes and set in 
motion to walk eternally begging in the sun. 

At last we are in the shadow of the Kutab 
Minar, in-the inclosure of the great mosque 
Kuwat-ui-Isiam. A regiment of native sepoys 
is camped hard by, and the cries of the men 
at play and of their groome taking care of 
their horses makes strange music out here. 
In a corner of the outer court are the yel- 
low tents of British officers. 

The mosque was begun in 1198. One hun- 
dred and fifty yeare after its erection it was 


described as being unrivaled either in beauty 


orextent. Though a ruin, it is still unrivaled, 
for its minaret or tower of victory, its noble 
arches, the marvelous beauty and strength, 
and delicate tracery of its flower covered 
walle. The mosque occupies the pletforw 
of an old Hindoo temple. - 

Altamsh built the great cloistered court, 
much of which remains—dozens and dozens 
of tall, graceful Jain ‘columns wonderfully 
carved. Later kings extended the structure 
until the entire inclosure was more than four 
hundred feet aquare.. An Arabic inscription 
states that the building material was drawn 
from twenty-seven Hindoo temples, each of 
which had cost a fortune. 

Covered Gateway a Gem. 

Near the Minar ie one of the perfect bits of 
the mosque, a covered gateway or inclosure 
which forms the south entrance. Within and 
without it is a. marvel of beauty. It was 
built about a century later than the main 


‘structure and is In the so-called Pathanstyle 


of architecture and of the period when it had 
reached its greatest perfection. Hindoo ma- 
sons had at last come to adapt their won- 
derful skill in carving to the forms of for- 
eign masters. Within, the decoration is 
chiefly of a mar od pattern, unrivaled/‘in its 
execution. Sqare designs change into the 
octagonal with an elegance nowhere else 
reached {n India. But the eye takes in more 
than the wealth of deep cut decoration. There 
is more than the combination of flowing writ-

The arches on the west side of the acreen, 
in their original condition, must have been 
three bundred and eighty-five feet in extent, 
sixty feet high, of such compound beauty as 
never before or since graced a mosque. The 
great arches are fifty-three feet high. The 
strange beauty of these arches is probabl 
due to the nature of the construction of the 
building. The Afghans desired pointed arches; 
workmen, architects, and builders were 
Hindoos. And they were allowed to follow 
their own bent as to“how pointed arches 
should be produced. Not until centuries later 
did Hindoos undertake true pointed arches, 

As a reguit, these arches were built as 
they bullt theirdomes. Side walls were car- 
ried up in horizontal courses to the desired 
height, and then closed by long slabs of stone 
which approximated more and more, finally 
meeting at the top. 

Hindoo sculptors, too, adorned the face of 


the arches. They found: their motifs in the 


Jain pillars and friezes on the opposite side of 
the court. So, with these models, they cov- 
ered the screen with a lace work of carving, 
unequaled in the world, except possibly at 
Ajmer, in its intricacy and delicacy.

Tomb of Altamsh. 

At the north corner of this mosque in- 
closure is the tomb of Altamsh. It is asmall 
room, about thirty feet square, with seven 
foot thick walls. There are four arched 


doorways, one filled in with a marble kiblah 


or screen, exquisitely colored by age; carved 
marble walls frame it, as though it were a 
picture. The interior, as we might expect, 
is. almost entirely covered with most beau- 
tiful decoration. In long, straight lines and 
around the arched doorways are exquisitely 
chiseled lines from the Koran. 

Just in front of one of the great erches of 
the screen is a curious fron pillar, twenty- 


1 two feet above ground, diameter sixteen 


inches. It is surmounted by «@ capital of 
Persian form. Though bearing an interest- 
ing inscription, ite age is unknown. From 
the style of the writing it is probably of the 
Gupta dynesty, about 400 A. D. 

Its existence, the fact that Hindoos forged 
an iron bar larger than Europe forged until 
within recent years and of a size now rarely 
attempted, is startling. In spite of fourteen 
centuries of wind and rain, the pillar is not 
rusted; the decoration of its capital and its 
inscriptions are as sharp as when erected 
fifteen centuries ago. Analysis shows it to 
be pure malleable iron, without alloy. _ 


Minar Wonder of World. 

All the while you have been walking round 
and craning your neck at the Minar, one of 
the wonders of the world. About 200 feet 
high; the diameter ofthe base, 1,794 feet. 
It was once probably 20 feet higher. Bal- 
conies at pleasing intervals divide the exist- 
ing column into five stories. <As the eye 
measures through a faulty perspective, the 
first seems at a distance from the ground 
of one-third of thé column's height; the next 
half way, the next three-fourths, the last 
four-fifths. Between balconies are richly 
sculptured raised belts, each bearing an in- 
scription. There are five of these on the 
lower story, two in the next, three in the third 
and one at the top. 

The nature of the outer surface also varies 
in the different stories. In the first there are 
twenty-four projecting ribs or flutes, al- 
ternately circular and angular. All flutes are 
circular in the second story; all angular in 
the third. The fourth and fifth stories have 
a smooth surface. Thé fourth story is of 
white marble with narrow belts of red stone 
to emphasize the marble. All the other stories 
are. of red stone.

She doesn’t wait for him to come to hen 
though, but goes forth to find him. She doesn’t locate him, but loses herself in the 
mnisadventures of a vainglorious woman among vicious men. / 


Chisera is an Indian squaw gifted in ways now ascribed to hypnotism, mesmerism, 
or some other kind of psychic phenomena. While her medicines cure the physical 
ailments of her people, her mental insight fe so nearly superhuman that she acquires. 
“he dominance of priestess and prophetess. The chiefs convince themselves that. to \ 
conserve her value she must keep aleof from men. She is forbidden to accept any 
man’s love. Marriage and motherhood are not for her. So, you see, the miseries of 
Everywoman come of a quest of love, and those of Chisera from an avoidance of it, 
One is a study in old red ethnology, the other in new white sociology, and the results 
are plays more singular than any other two in a long while.

That Is Why He Enjoys’ Playing One.

We hnantiath clita eh tiedat thestage 
efter the matinée in the hope that we should 
find little Willem before he took off his make- 
up, because, of course, when 
@ spirit and interpreter of spirite it is de- 
sirable to see him with ali of his native ac- 
cessories, even to the white nighty with 
special provisions in it for the feet. 

It seemed es if we were oly a moment 
getting back there, but we were too late for 
that effect, for while we were yet in the 
cement outer court along came thé young 
spirit in a tweed overcoat, humming fron 
the song thet runs through Peter Grimm: — 


“ What shall the wedding breakfast be; 
A hard bofled egg and a cup of tea! ”’ 


Thereupon we were formally introduced to 
each other by the business manager for Mr. 


| Belasco, and I didn't know what tosey. The 
_reason for this was that on inspection he 


didm’t seem to be either a spirit or a ttle 
boy. He ‘was pale and he had circles under 
his eyes, as a spirit might have. And he 
was small like a little boy. But such polite 
and grownup language you have seldom 
heard outaide of Boston itself, Of course, 
such @ frustration of one’s ideas resulted 
in the usual epigrammatic introductory re- 
marks. 

“ Won't you,” the interpreter of spirit land 
adjusted his every day clothes and pulled 
at the heavy iron’ stage door. He looked 
small as one looked down on him from su- 
perior height. “ Won’t you walk on to the 
stage and be seated. I think that we should 
find # pleasant to converse there.” 


> 

“Thank you. How did you get past the 
factory inspector and circumvent the child 
labor law?”’ Totally inadequete—the sub- 
ject matter and the phraseology—but in the 
presence of so exquisite a conversationalist. 
it is perhaps one’s best defense to sink back 
into one’s most every day self. 

The protagonist of Mr. Warfield in Mr. 
Belasco’s fanciful drama drew himself to 
his full four feet in height, and gave a depre- 
cating little laugh, “ O, T was born in 1894,” 
he said. 

Herewith was presented a subject for con- 
sideration. What had he been doing in ali 
of those seventeen years when he ought to 
have beén growing up? He had been on the 
stage since he was 8. He was the son of an 
actor and an actress. As he told in his polite. 
controlled voice with his quaint accent, his 
mother played a prominent role with the 
elder Sothern. He himself had since early 
childhood shouldered heavy roles. He was 
with Louis Mann a season or two ago, in 
“Julia Bon Bon,” and for more than a year 
played the burdensome part of Buster Brown. 
He played Reddy in ‘‘ Ninety and Nine.” 

His parents have a residence on the Hud- 
son, Just a few miles outside of New York 
City. When the boy is not on the road he 
lives there. While he is traveling he studies 
and recites to his father and during the sum- 
mers he hasatutor. Although he hae never 
been to school he is studying a prescribed 
course according to college curriculum. He 
needs little directing from stage managers, 
his own instincts lead him to better results 
than they can give. Mr. Belasco, most par- 
ticular if one of the most kindly of instruc- 
tors, allowed him to follow his own childish 
impulses without interference. 

Had his career as an artist robbed him of 
the natural birthright of hig little boyhood? 
Had. he been amusing blasé city audiences 
when he ought to have been romping over 
meadows and slinging stones at birds? Prob- 
ably note More than likely a child of a nature 
so emotional would never have grown tall; 
and thes, too, hé has not attained his full 
stature yet. It is, perhaps, 
child of his disposition to have rosy cheeks 
and robust vitality. 
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And there is another side to the subject, 
no matter how this may be. We were on 
the stage. This little Percy Helton sat in 
the big, handsome chair which at the end of 
act 1, with its massive back presented to 
the house, contains the corpse of Peter 
Grimm. Leaning against the baby grand 
Piano near the boy, in an attitude of kindly 
familiarity toward him, stood Mr. Cook, 
business manager for Mr. Belasco, and he 
looked out of the stage window at the fair 
prospect of Peter Grimm’s fruit orchard, 
with the names in Dutch on the trees. I sat 
in the window seat, conscioug of the window 
box of bright flowers at my back and in full 
command of Peter Grimm’s ancestral por- 
traits, Intersected in their length along the 
wall by the antique clock which Martha 
stops to wind every time she thinks of the 
dead Peter “rimm. On the center table 
lay the letters. which Peter Grimm had dic- 
tated and which had been typewritten on 
his own letter heads. 

The little boy was chosen by this producer 
to play one of the two most particular rdles 
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in his most daring stage production, which 
Gemands deep skill in presentation. 

“‘j.am @0 happy.’ The young boy's pale 
cheeks twitched in a nervous manifestation 
of tis happiness. “They say that Mr. Be- 
lasco’s name will go down in the history of 
stage craft; and 100 years from now he will 
be known es the discoverer and guide in a 
new kind of drama, the drama of realism. 
He demands rediism. If a thing isn’t real 
he cute it out.” Pieagant little boy's voice; 
charming, deferential mannere of a Nttle boy 
toward a woman; curious, mature utterance 
from sucha source! You cast about in your 
memory for some boy of your acquaintance 
of the age of 17. Wovld he talk lke that? 
He might, about his yacht if he. wasn- 
thustiastic about sailing; or about his father’s 
automobile, if he had @ turn for mechanics. 
The @ifference in the impression he would 
make would come from his greater physical 
maturity. 

“I am eo happy to be with Mr. Belasco. 
And with Mr. Warfield. When I am grown 
I wish to be just such en actor as Mr. War- 
field: He-is the greatest actor I have ever 
known. I wish to play serious parts, emo- 
tional parts, and I wish to get my effects 
by quiet methode. 

“When I play this part B am ecarcely pre- 
tending at all. I believe I am the little boy 
communicating with Peter Grimm. It seems 
as if we really do communicate with the 
other world, It seems as if something in en+ 
other world sometimes makes us do things 
and watches over us to keep ue from doing 
things. One time I left my watch at the 
hotet where we were playing in a one night 
stand, and I insisted that we go back and 
get it. My father—he always travels with 
me—wanted me to go on and the manager 
said that he would buy me another waich. 
But I felt as if I couldn't take that train. 
Something seemed to watch beside me and 
say, ‘ Don’t go on It; don’t goon it Go back 
amd get your watch.’ Bo we dd, and the 
train wae wrécked and two of the company 
were killed... Mr. Belasco believes in a sort 


' of communication from the other world, and 


so do I. 
oe 

“When we play the house out there is 
dark most of the time.” The curtain was 
raised and you could just see some out- 
lines of the comfortable green chairs. “ You 
can feel the intentness of the audience and 
can see the opera glasses turhed on you and 
glistening like glow worms. I love it. When 
I’m acting I want to be on the stage every 
minute." 

“You're as bad as a prime donne.”’ The 
little boy’s remarks suggested only that 
available reply, but they prompted other re- 
fiections. 

It isn’t every one, not even every artist, who 
arrives so far in his art in his whole life 
time. Some of us have our chance early and 
others late. Perhaps it is a happier fate to 
work up through long years to an eminence 
and maintain it or live in the dignity of it 
until death. But a childhood of artistic hon- 
ors would enrich a whole life time with its 
memories. And who knows if he was made 
against his inclination to go through the 
conventional period of growing up, forbid- 
den to practice his art—who knows that his 
maturer talent would be of so rare a quality 
as this childhood gift? And who knows 
that it will not? Who knows that he will 
not grow to be just such @n actor as his 
model, Mr. Warfield? I¢ he had not found 
this early expression for his genius it might 


have died. without ever finding expression at if 


all. And, having found it, it may grow in 


richness and find expression until death. {fj 


And who knows that he will not grow to be 
as tall and straight as the huskiest of them?

“About fourteen “years ago I was asso- 
clated with one of the little summer stock, 
barnstorming aggregations that infest the 
northern peninsula of Michigan. We had 
suffered about ten weéks of the tortures 
peculiar to that region, and had so much 
real money in the treasury that we decided 
it would not be necessary to keep the com- 
pany intact after the glorious Fourth. Ac- 
cordingly we arranged to play two perform- 
ances on that day in.the ‘opery’ hal at 
Coldwater, Mich., taking two deys’ layoff 
to make the trip by lake and rail, and also 
to give the company a little vacation before 
the final coup. 

“ We arrived in Coldwater in due time, and 
soon became ocogtilgant of the fact that we 
were not the only ‘big show’ booked for 
the gala day doings. We were up against 
terrific competition. One of Coldwater’s 
favorite sons wag billed+to deliver an Inde- 
penderice day oration from the bandstand in 


-the center of the square, and the proud 


populace had turned out en masse to hear 
him. He was to discourse upon ‘ American 
Freedom,’ starting at 2 p. m., which made 
the prospects for our 2:30 matinée look rather 
pale in the face. We saw at once that 
would be necessary to resort to extreme 
measures to lure that vast throng away from 
the square and entice them into the opera 
house, some three squares distant.

Value of Markets.” No doubt eating in its 
beginnings was a necessity in which solitude 
was convenient if not imperative. it is 
easily understood that before sociability be- 
came humanly desirable, food was obtained 
and devoured im such privacy as the person 
securing and devouring could devise. 

Now, we think much of the little enchant-

A well 
filled grocery store may offer sauce for the 
appetite, particularly if it allow selection 
from:the products of many lands brought 
from over the seas, but even such a store is 
‘only a teasing suggestion of the market.

But for the real mar- 
ket seek the small town with its public square 
and farmers’ wagons from all the surround- 
ing country backed ‘up to the curb, offering 
vegetables with the smell of the soil still 
on them, fruits that carry their reputations 
in their smitiling faces, preserves on which 
a housewife’s pride rightly may be built, 
dairy products which sing of meadows and 
clean cellars, : 

If you would start a dinner well in sum- 
mer take a basket, visit such a market, and 
dicker for the food, selecting sweet corn by 
judicious stripping of the green husks to 
see that the kernels are full, white, and ten- 
der; nibbling at a bit of yellow butter which 
the proud maker scoops off the edge of the 
pat at the end of a knife—this may not-be 
sanitary, but we trust she washes the knife 
after each test; tasting the cottage cheese, 
sampling the apple butter, holding the honey 
to the light to prove its clarity, tilting the 
berries carefully half out of the box into the 
hand to see that deceits are not at the bot- 
tom, inspecting the sausage, examining the 
spare ribs, proving the tenderness of the 
chicken. by bending its wings and pushing 
down its breast bone—these and kindred pre- 
cautions of a wise and judicious marketing 
are your delights. 

The Sun sings of Greenwich Village and 
Gansevoort Market: 

** Does not’ Van der Donck testify that 
on the North river beach thereabout lobsters 
four to six feet long abounded; and that the 
waters were full of huge oysters and of 
luscious shrimp and tortoise? Wild tur- 
keys called in the woods, waterfowl! teemed 
in the swamps, deer and elk were fat and 
plentiful, while the air was scented with the 
perfume of grapes, and strawberries. were 
so abundant in the fields that ‘ people lay 
down and ate them to satiety.’

San Telmo is situated just 
outside the Jerez Gate of Seville, and was 
built by Charles II. of Spain in 168) asacol- 
lege for the orphans and destitute children of 
Beville, who, were trained there for the royal 
nevy.and for the mercantile marine. 
~ In 1848 Queen Isabella by royal decree ceded 
this magnificent building and its splendid 
gardens to her brother-in-law and sister, the 
Duc and Duchess de Montpensier, who had 
been married at the same time as herself, and 
the college was transferred to another part 
of the city.” 

From an architectural point of view the 
palace is a splendid example of seven- 
teenth and eighteenth century art, the mar- 
ble facade, with its superb statuary, being 


, particularly fine. 


Duc de Montpensier, father of the Comtesse 
de. Paris, and grandfather of the present 
Duc de Montpensier, transformed the col- 
lege into one of the most luxurious of royal 
abodes and made it his principal home 
throughout hig life, bis country seat being 
some: hours distant from Seville, namely, at 
Villamanriqueé, where the Comtesse de Paris

Thegardens of the palace of San Telmo are

GRIDLEY IN A BLUGHBR ROLE

The battle of ‘Waterloo has been turned 


intto a stege. 

Judge Gridley in the Superior court pented: 
day administered to the Three Eyes league 
what appears at this time to be a crushing 
blow, upholding the Waterloo club in nearly 
every one of its contentions. The court ¢ails 
upon President Al. Tearney and those mag- 
nates opposed to Waterloo to be good and 


aliow the Iowa boys to pley in their back . 


yard, 

The eruption in ‘the Three Eyes cireuit 
began on Jan. 4, when Waterloo was called 
upon by the other magnates to give up its 
berth as per agreement to that effect drawn 
up by the Iowa magnates themselves. Water- 
loc was admitted to the oircuit for one year 
on the understanding it would withdraw if 
so requested by thre other magnates. 

. Instead of standing by an agreement of its 
own making the Waterloo club, through 
Quinn O’Brien, its attorney, on Jan. 26 asked 
an injunction preventing the other chibs from 
ycting against its retention. From that time 
until yesterday the case has been under ad- 
visement by Judge Gridley, who in the mean- 
time has absolved President Tearney, the 
league’s attorney, E. R. Litzsinger, and 
Owner Kinsella of Springfield from a charge 
of contempt of court brought by the Iowa 
magnates. 

Fight Has Only ee 

It was learned from authentic sources yes- 
terday that the fight had only begun. The 
Three Eyes magnates opposed to Waterloo 
purpose to appeal the case to a higher court, 


which, under the laws, it has a right to do. 


If this plan is followed there will be no Three 
Eyes baseball in Waterloo in 1911, and per- 
haps never so long as the present magnates 
in that circuit remain in control. 

The southern members in the circuit are— 
expressed in the vernacular—“ gore.’’ They 
will oppose the readmittance of Waterioo if 
they have to close their parks to the national 
pastime. The expense of the litigation now 
is only a secondary matter, the principle in- 
vyoived being uppermost in the minds of Pres- 
ident Tearney and the magnates he repre- 
sents. 

Rulings by Judge Gridley. 

The following rulings by Judge Gridley witli 
be appealed and thrashed out in the higher 
courts: 

That five clubs constituted a quorum and that 
the meeting held on Jan. 26, at which the Water- 
loo club was expelled, was illegal because only 
four clubs voted. 

That the Waterloo team has valuable property 
righte and is entitled to protection from the éourt 
and could not be deprived of anything without due 
process of law 

That Waterloo hase faithfully met all the re- 
quirements of the contract entered into when its 
membership began and gannot be expelled for 
business reasons. 

That it has faithfully carried out all its obliga- 
tions and is guilty of no wrong. 

That no club could be expelled. without being in 
default and being formally charged therewith and 
given an opportunity to defend; then only by « 
two-thirds vote of the membership. 

That the section of the constitution whereby a 
club loses its membership by taking any contro- 
versy into court is not binding and is against pub- 


lic icy 

That ¥ Waterloo still is @ member of the league 
and that no schedule of games can be played 
without including the team. 

That no schedule can be adopted without Itnciud- 

the Waterloo club. 

That the Quincy team ‘which wes substituted 
for Waterloo at the meeting on Jan. 26 never had 
any rights in the league. 

Reasons for Decision. 

In rendering hie decision, Judge Gridley 
cited numerous decisions in similar basebal! 
cases which had been taken into the courts, 
holding that the constitutions are unreason- 
able in some instances for terminating the 
membership of any team for business rea- 
sons. 

President Tearney has arranged a confer- 
ence with the league’s attorney for tomor- 
row morning, when plans will be adopted for 
appealing the case within a few days. Until 
the argument is ready for the higher court 
Mr. Tearney refused to be quoted.

He soon established his superiority 
and in a few years was the idol of the yards 
He would fight at the drop of the hat, and it 
was the beatings of his early days that now 
enable him to assimilate punishment with- 
out apparent barm. 


Gets Job Driting Cattle. 

While yet a boy Sheridan sectired a job 
in the yards chasing cattle down the run- 
ways. He soon became so efficient in riding 
and handling horses that he was picked up 
by James Griffin to exercise hie horses at 
Hawthorne. He showed his worth in his 
dew vocation and after six weeks of ex- 
ercising was given several mounts in races. 
He rode at Hawthorne, Nashville, Saratoga, 
Fort Hrie, and Louisville, and generally 
placed his mount well at the finish, 

He won at New Orleans on Cull at 7 to1 
and later captured a great race with Hulsted 
at Churchill Downe at the same price. In 
the latter race he beat Jim Douglas, a 100 
to 1 shot, by a nose, His daring piloting of 
his mounts through large fields won many 
friends for him, 

Beats All the Stable Boys. 

At the different tracks “ Mickey" won 
many fights from stable boys and jockeys, 
and hardly a day passed that he did not mix 
matters with some one. Weight or size did 
not instill fear in him and generally he came 
out of these encounters wich all the honors,

In fact, Sam completely outelassed the 
white man and had the big fellow almoet 
out when the latter struck the foul biew in , 
the sixth round that brought about the dis- 
qualification. The negro held the upper hand

shape that a knockout Was due at almost 
any moment. oes. 

While not exactly surprised at Langford’s 
victory I am really amazed that the big 
Australian was unable to make a better 
showing. I have received a number of com- 
munications from London during the last two 
or three months telling me of the marvelous 
improvement in Lang’s boxing and his per- 
fect physical condition and from the glowing 
accounts confidently expected a stubborn and 
hotly contested battle and was totally unpre- 
pared for such a one sided affair as developed. 


Experience and Cleverness Win. 

Lang appeared to me to be one of the best, 
if not the best, white heavyweight in the 
pugilistic profession and from the splendid 
showing he made against Al Kaufmana when 
pandicapped with a broken hand I looked 
for Bill at least to hold his own with men 
of the Langford and Kaufmann class. I 
had thought, and more than likely the wish 
was father to the thought, that Lagg's 
avoirdupois and strength and gameénhess 
would enable him to stand off the negro’s 
shill and hitting powers for ten rounds or 
so, and that he might wear Sam down and 
possibly put over a haymaker before the time 
limit expired. The Australian had the size 
and all that in his favor and probably out- 
weighed the negro by thirty pounds or more, 
but Sam had the experience, the cleverness, 
the punch, and the knowledge of how to use 
it And the experience and cleverness did 
the trick. 

When Lang first showed up in this coun- 
tiy dt was at Reno I had my first peek at 
him), backed up as he was by the praise of 
authorities in the fistic world like Bob Fitz- 
simmons, Tommy Burns, and William F. 
Corbett, he shaped up so far as appearances 
were concerned as a likely looking candidate 
for heavyweight honors, Af that time Bill 
etripped around 196 pounds and iooked every 
inch a scrapper. Later on I watched him in 
training for the interrupted bout with the 
late Stanley Ketchel, and after that in prep- 
aration and during the six round scrap with 
Kaufmann. 

Style Impresses Observers, 

Lang’s style of fighting impressed ob- 
servers. favorably and many experts pre- 
dicted a brilliant pugilistic career for the 
young man with a little more experience. 
However, Langford has squeiched his pros- 
pects in that direction by the easy manner 
in which he showed his superiority, and it 
looks as if Al Kaufmann will have to be the 
standardbearer of the lily white brigade for 
the immediate future. 

The victory puts the Boston negro forward 
a little mere prominently as. a worthy 
arpirant for the championship, and John- 
son’s assertion that Langford would be too 
easy to consider seriousiy a6 an cpponent 
must be taken with a few grains of salt. Sam 
has proved that he has a chance with any 
heavyweight in the business, the champion 
not excepted, and while the claims of another 
colored man do not auger favorably for a 
boom in the populariy of the sport, never- 
theless we are confrimited by the startling 
fact that of the three for-most men in the 
heavyweight class two are negroes. And you 
will also find, if you talk with your fellow 
sport lovers, that nine out of ten will not 
give the white mana" look-in * with either 
‘ef the colored persons. — 

Challengers Might Fight It Out. - 

Langford had repeatedly challenged John- 
gon, but nothing has ever come out of it, and 
for that matter the champion has not fet 
declared himself on the subject of Kauf- 
mann's defi, either. Now that Sam has 
eliminated another white hope from the 
championship race, thereby gaining for him- 


self the undisputed right to challenge Mr. |. 


Johnson, the champion will be likely to sug- 
gest that it would be a splendid idea for the 
challengers to firet settle which ts the better 
man, and that after that little detail has 
been attended to properly he may talk busi- 
ness with the winner. ‘ 
I really would like to see a match arranged 
between Kaufmann and Langford—not that I 
believe in matching the whites and biacks, 
but to force the champion to declare hig in- 
tentions. There-is little or no prospect of 
such a battle, however, as neither man 
seems inclined to challenge the other, and 
when Langford was given i.e opportunity of 
fighting Kaufmann in Philadelphia last sum- 
mer he deliberately flunked out of the match. 
I am not acquainted with his reasons for 
“running out,” although a number of sto- 
ries refiecting upon the reputations of both 
men have been in circulation of late, and 
particularly sitice the prospect of a match 
between the men is again a topic with the 
sporting public. The fact remains that 
Langford “beat it,” and therefore Kaut- 
mann i¢ justified in ignoring challenges from 
that quarter according to the traditions of 
the game. | 
Chance to Gef Big Money, +

Elwell Draws Praise. 

The following remarks of Elwell deserve 
the highest praise: 

‘* Sound judgment and common sense. even with- 
out bridge play of the highest order, is the equip- 
ment of an adversary more formidable than the one 
who has the faculty of playing his cards perfectly 
and lacks judgment in the bidding clement; and it 
is a self-evident fact that the man with sound 
business sense, who pieys his cards in a rational 
manner and whose only errors are of the technicai 
sort, has a greater chance at auction that at bridge 
—he is not so buffeted about by the waves of ij 
luck.’’ 

The most important item in the equipment 
of an auction player is reliability. One whois 
found to have abways what his bids proclaims 
him to have Will be in great demand aga part- 
ner. : 

The situation following ls one that has 
puzzled many players. The dealer bid one no- 
trump and second hand went over with two 
diamonds. Dealer's partner hadeaé singleton 
diamond, but otherwise a good supporting 
hand at no-trump, and bid two at no-trump, 
hig reasoning being as follows: As I have 
good support in the three ether sults, it is 
more than likely that my partner has some 
strength indiamonde. Even if he cannot stop 
that suit, the opponents probably will not 
make more than five tricks in-it, therefore I 
will bid two at no-trump. 


Bids Spoil Reasoning, 

This reasoning might not Nave proved dis- 
astrous had it been certain that the bidding 
would stop at that point. As it Wag the 
opponents bid four diamonds, the deaier 
@ent to three no-trumps, the opponents 
doubled and the dealer redoubled, the latter 
counting absolutely on one trick in diamonds 
in his partner’s hand. , 

This little experiment of the dealer's 
partner cost 600 points and the incident bap- 
pened exactly as described above. 

There should, be in such cases, however, 
some method of conveying the information 
to your partner that you can support a no- 
trump, although unable to stop the op- 
ponent’s suit. How this may be done is ad- 
mirably shown in the deal given below;

INE-TENTHS of the boys in the early 
grammar grades of public schools 
in a railroad division town have hopes 
of becoming an “ engineer.” 

The idea of the engineer, however, 
is the man at the throttle of the locomotive 
«the “engine driver ’’—as he is designated 
in Great Britain. 

At the present time, however, the graduate 
of the high schools after four years has 
almost as nebulous a point of view in en- 
gineering as he had when eight years before 
he looked to the railway locomotive as con- 
taining the real engineer of his dreams. 

“I want to study for ‘ civil engineering’ ,”’ 
be is likely to say in making application 
for admission to the school of technology. 
And to the extent that he has been attracted 
by the term “ civil,”’ he’s likely to be joked 
when he is told that **‘ mechanical” en- 
gineering is the broader term of the present 
day school graduate’s diploma. There are 
several reasons for the change. 

Since 1878, when the first electric inean- 
éescent lamp was recognized as an inno- 
vation in lighting. electrical exploitations 
bave gone on and on with cumulative weigh: 
and force. The . “electrical’’ engineer 
crowded into his titular rank, in engineer- 
ing projects itn general. When the tech- 
nical schools had made place for him, he 
had to know as much about steam for pro- 
ducing electrical currents, as he had need 
to know of the cisposition of his electrical 
forces. o 

General Course Now Required. 

Today the modern technical school, every- 
wheré, is putting the engineering student 
through all the paces of all engineering. 
When the student is graduated after the 
average four years and has his degree of 
“Mechanical Engineer,”’ he should be pre- 
pared for specializing in electricity if he will, 
but with full knowledge of the bearing of 
electrical currents in any other form of en- 
gineering work. 


In that average school of technology, 


whether individual or connected with state 
or with endowed universities, an avetfage 


apportionment of the curriculum through. 


four years, would be; 
First year——Mathematics, English, or the 
languages; foundry ‘and shop work. — 
_year—Chemistry, payee, mathe- 


Jend languages. 

Third year—Mathemation appited physics, 
and dynamics,

added a short term on business law and con- 
tracts.

There is no tuition 
at the university school supported by the 
state; some Of the technological schools, half 
endowed, offer rate tuition fees, while 
in some of the schools of the eastern states 
the cost of a course in engineering is al- 
most unlimited.

Protecting Health of Employes. 


By CHALMERS L. PANCOAST:. 


NE of Chicago's large banks has 

adopted a system of furnishing the 

services of a skilled physician to its 

employés free of charge. A protec- 

tive system of this nature is considered 
absolutely necessary, not only to guard em- 
ployés from the temptation of loafing, but 
also to save the large sums of money which 
were being lost through the frequency of its 
employés being absent on account of sickness 
caused by the negligence to check some slight 
ailment. 

Previous to the adoption of the system of 
health protection, when a clerk did not re- 
port for duty it was usuelly too late to fill 
his place properly at once. The business of 
the various departments was being inter- 
rupted constantly, and, besides being an an- 
noyance in the conduct of business, an actual 
loss in dollars and cents was sustained when 
a clerk did not report for work. Moreover, 
it was such an easy matter for a clerk to 
remain at home or take a half day off and 
then offer the excuse of sickness, and there 
was nothing to prevent the loafer from doing 
this often. : 

To stop this leak, which was lowering the 
morality. of clerks and causing a loss in 
actual money to the bank, the physician was 
added to the bank’s staff. He has an office 
at the Dunk and treats empol.s without it 
being necessary for them to be absent from 
work unless the illness is of a serious na- 
ture. The most beneficial results are notice- 
able In the prevention of sickness coming 
from colds, sore throats, and other slight 
ailments which amount to nothing when 
treated instantly. Recently the chief clerk 
of the bank noticed a young man whose 
cheeks were flushed and who seemed to have 
a high fever. He was immediately rushed off 
to th physician's office. It developed that 
he had symptoms of diphtheria. He was 
given some medicine, made to eat a light 
lunch, requested not to overwork, and by 
closing time the physician reported al] symp- 
toms gone. 

If this young man had been allowed to go 
to his home or boarding house and dose him- 
self up without the proper medical atten- 
tion he would have probably been sick sev- 
eral weeks at the bank’s expense. Under 
the new system the bank furnished him free 


of indifference | 


sician took charge the young man was sent 
to him. He was given a treatment each day 
at the bank, received his medicine free of 
charge, and did not loge a day from his work. 
There are numerous other instances of this 
kind which have demonstrated the common 
sense economy of the system. . 

If an employé is taken il] at his home or 
boarding house the bank phyeician calls im- 
mediately regardless of other medical at- 
tention that may have been secured. It ls 
not compulsory that the employé retain the 
bank physician unless he so desires. But 
this method of having the bank physician 
call on all who report illness has been the 
means of discovering loafers, and it has also 
been the means of discovering that many 
employés were not receiving the proper at- 
tention. In such cases the right king of 
medical attention has brought the employé 
out of the sickness much more quickly than 
would have happened had he been jeft to 
himself and the bank's logs has been less. 

Thus the bank has saved money and pro- 
moted the efficiency and morality of its help 
by this method of Investigating all reported 
cases of sickness. Many times a young man 
falls into the hands of a quack doctor, or 80- 
called specialist, who is after quick money, 
and the young man’s health and entire fu- 
teve might perhaps be ruined by the lack of 
proper attention. Under the present system 
every case of ilineess is investigated and re- 
ported on by the bank physician. It ts not 
teft to the employés themselves to report 
thelr conditions. Careful watch is kept over 
them as they work, and if any one seems to 
be languid, off color, out of sorte, or ill tem- 
pered he is immediately sent to the doctor's 
office and is given treatment until he has re- 
covered entirely. 

The system has been in use a@ little more 
than a year and the last monthly report from 
the physician shows a remarkable improve- 
ment in the physical condition and general 
health of some four hundred employés of this 
large bank. The surprising information Is

Study Made of Eastern Soils. | 


ORNOUT lande”’ of the east and 
south especially have been call- 
ing for attention ever since emi- 
gration started from the Atlan- 
tic east to the Mississippi valley 
west. There are indications now of a rever- 
sion of the old movement west to the new 
movement east. Lands at $100 an arre in 
Iowa, Missouri, Kansas, and Nebraska have 
been instrumenta: in part in starting the 
procession eastward. Specializing in farm- 
ing with the idea of growing the one or two 
or three special crops on limited acreage of 
highest efficiency has hed even more effert 
to the same end.

are little better than an amateur. If you 
think you have what they call a fresh touch 
and your work is a credible departure from 
the ordinary, ft is enough to submit samples 
and watch results. 

From the experience of others one would 
judge it a better idea to correspond with the 
bric-e-brac shopkeepers in the smaller towns 
and drug stores that make * side Mne of dric- 
a-brac.

Proper Care of the Neckwear.

Many women who tee to. be good 
dressers fail because of careleseness in little 
things—for instance, the correct adjuetment 
and proper care of their neck wear. 

One’s neckwear is apt to be the frilliest, 
most elaborate, and delicate part of one’s 
every day wardrobe. Inveriably it.is white, 
or supposed to be, and made of material 
that solls, rips, and ravels easily. The plain 
and embroidered starched linen collars head 
the lst for substantiality; the plaited Peter 
Pan ant! Dutch collars with the lace or lawn 
jabots foot the list for fillmsiness that will 
not stand much laundering. 

Between the two there are many conceits 
in Irish crochet, Persian silk, embroidered 
lawn and applique; which are sure to show 
the effects of’ the slovenly mélée in your 
chiffonier drawer. Nothing is more annoy- 
ing to the good dresser than a kinky colar 
or a wrinkled jabot—and the only way to 
avoid the kinks, wrinkles, and perhaps the 
frazzies is to have, first of all, a good method 
and habit of laying or folding away each 
piece, so that you not only know at once 
where to lay hand on, it, but always to find 
it in a wearable condition. 

Starched linen collars should never mingle 
with the fancy colored stocks, for when damp 
and sweated they might attract the colors. 
It is easy to keep an ordinary collar box in 
one’ of the upper drawers of your dressing 
table. .It may be secured into the outer cor- 
ner with a small tack and for facility's sake 
it need have no cover. If your drawer is 
not too shallow a splint bérry box covered 
with some white materia! would be excellent, 


Boon to the Careful. 
When the upper drawers of your dresser 
are fairly deep, @ more ingenious device is 


recommendable. Six small splint or chalk 


boxes, duly covered with sheeting, cheese 
cloth, or some fast color material, and se- 
cured along the sides with needle and thread 
would probably fit into one of these drawers 
closely, and.you would then have a number 

vertical pigeon holes that would be a boon 
in your endeavor toward 4 place for every- 
thing and everything fn its place.

There is the usual attractive display of 
Wash materials for children's, grown girls’, 
and women’s dresses being shown in all the 
stores at present, and a choice of materials 
and designs for even a number of dresses is 
more or less difficult—there are 50 many 
which are lovely from which to choose, For 
practical, every day dresses nothing could 
be more suitable than several of plaid ging- 
ham. The colors are beautifully arranged, 
and it is possible to get the plaids with al- 
most any color predominating. While many 
of these ginghams will be made up on the 
scant, straight lines, a great many-will also 
be seen made with the ttle plaited skirt and 
simply made waist part. 

’ Children's measures should be carefully 
taken, and shou!d include all the usual ones— 
bust, waist, neck, shoulder, under arm, back 
and front lengths, width across back and 
front where the back is the broadest, and in 
the front across the chest, and these.meas- 
ures should be compared with any pattern 
which is to be used. For the skirt the meas- 
ures taken are the same as for a grown 
woman—waist hip, and the different iength 
measures, these being taken from the bottom 
of tee waist line to the floor. It is necessary 
to take the different lengths, for most girls 
will be found to measure somewhat different- 
ly in the different places. 


x 

To get the desired skirt length measure 

the front length of a skirt which is right, 
and then subtract the number of inches 
which remain over on the front measure to 
the floor from the side and back measures. 
This will make the skirt the same number of 
inches up from the floor all the way around, 
which is what is necessary. Another thing 
to remember is that children’s skirts are 
perfectly straight around the bottom, at least 
the plaited and gathered ones are, and the 
difference in the length measures is made 
at the top. 
_It is much better to shrink and set the 
color in dresses which are to be frequently 
laundered, doing this before cutting the ma- 
terial out, than to try to make allowances 
for letting out after the first washing or 
two. 

One especially pretty way"to aes one of 
these plaid ginghams is to have the skirt 
plaited, starting in the middle of the front 
with a box plait and from there on, the plaits 
are side ones, going tcwards the back. In- 
stead: of the usual hem around the bottom 
there is a three inch bias band of plain 
material matching tn color the most prom- 
. nent color or shade in the plaid. This forms 
@ faced hem on the right side. The breadths 
are stitched together, and the facing stitched 
ground the bottom, and then up the front 
there is a piece of the plain material, three 


inches wide—on the straight of the goods this .

After this has been basted and 
stitched on, the hems are laid down the back 
and the under arm seams stitched. The 
sleves are short ones, set into a narrow band 
of the plain cloth. -The waist is set into the 
upper part of the skirt band and then an 
outside facing of the plain gingham is basted 
in place and stitched down on both sides. 

This is an exceedingly pretty style and is 
Suitable for any of the wash materials. 

Another which shows the same kind of a 
plaited skirt, and is also made of plaid ma- 
terial, is simply hemmed about the bottom 
and has no front panel effect in plain mate- 
rial. The little blouse is cut with sleeves and 
waist part in one, and is made to fasten down

means that the skirt does also, the opening 
being under one of the side plaits. 

The neck js finished at the regular neck 
line with a narrow piping of plain material 
and the right edge of the front is cut in three 
Square shaped tabs, the top one starting at 
the neck line. The edges of these are bound 
with the plain material also, the binding con- 
tinuing without a break from the neck tothe 
bottom of the blouse. The Httle short 
sleeves come just to the elbow, are slightly 
loose there, and finished with a turned back 
cuff, open at the outside and having square 
corners to match the tabs.

Piques, linens in the heavier grades, as well 
as percales are all to be favorites for the 
little wash dresses for the smaller girls.

A boxplait is laid down the middle 
of the front and either side of this are two 
tucks laid towards the back. 

Plan so that the box plait and tucks will 
when laid leave a plain space about one inch 
wide on each shoulder edge. The back is 
to be-like the front, but the tucks only are 
laid in the back lengths, allowing the proper 
space for the box plait, which is cut out, 
made and set on, being let into the back seam 
below the opening so as to give ample width 
there. 

In a frock of this kind, after the plaitsa have 
been laid and stitched to a hip depth, and the 
seams are finished the way to get the length 
is to put it on the child and measure up the 
front length from the floor, marking at close 
intervals all around. -Do this marking while 
the plaits aré basted the entire length. 

Take the frock off and trace a distinct line, 
connecting the marks. Of course, whether 
this marking is done at the bottom or top 
of the skirt, the line connecting these length 
points should always have the appearance of 
a perfectly unbroken cne,, 
on uneven places anywhere. the skirt will 
hang badly.

How to Wash White Corsets. 


In these days of sanitation we have come 
to the point where we change our washable 
apparel frequently. There is one article, 
however, which remains a bugbear in our 
desire for cleanliness, and that ig the corset. 
To send this to the cleaner is a matter ofa 
half dollar each time. It is a garment that 
few women understand how to clean at home, 
keeping it in shape and preventing the rua 
from the steels showing on the material. It 
is a simple matter, and changes are possible 
as frequently as the wearer washes the 
corset. 

The cleaning may be done as follows: 
Make hot suds, using both white and naphtha 
soap with a little borax. A smal! tubis most

improprieties; but the story of how Miss Brooks went 
into a community of cowed, impoverished Poles and or- 
ganized them into a fighting political element, fighting 


for the decency of their village and the suppression of an 


opera bouffe graft system, never has been told in detail,

West Hammond Appi of Saul 


West Hammond is really an appendage of Hammond,

but being on the Tlinols side of the state line it is in- 


dependent of Hammond, Ind., im all fespects, and lives 
its own more or less nefarious life in blissful detach- 
ment. 

There are no imposing structures, there is ne scenery 
to speak of, few stores, one church, one doctor, few 
families of American origin, no drug store, little beauty 
of any sort, and scarcely any ihdustry, but an astound- 
ing array of saloons on évery street. The voting popu- 
lation is about 750, and there. are fifty-five saloons. In 
West Hammond one finds the old fashioned barmaid 
distributing refreshmert With @- skilled hand, and Miss 
Brooks, who has had the courage to investigate things 
pretty closely, says that there énough dives .and 
gambling houses t@ Keep a town ten times the size of 
her village busy at all hours.

' During. November and December Miss Brooks was

Where Legitimists Take Exception. 

Now it is at this juncture that the legitimists take 
exception to the order of things. They claim that 
the descendants of Henrietta should take precedence 
over the children of Elizabeth, and they have held to 

/ this claim through all the reigns of the Georges, of 

William IV., Queen Victoria, Edward VII, and the 
present king. They have watched the marriages and 
births in the line of Henrietta, greeting each new 
arrival as the king of England, the queen of Eng- 
land, or the heir to the royal throne, and for sixty- 
two years they hailed Maria Teresa as queen and have 
watched for an opportunity to place her or her heirs 
upon the throne. It is not a great menace, perhaps, 
and the gteat political powers in Great Britain see 
fit to fgnore it, but there is little doubt that the 
légitimists would make a vigorous and détermined 
effort to install their “queen” in the first breach that 
might appear in the Hanoverian line. 

The Bavarian court does not have to look te remote 
history for romance, however, nor look forward to 
the possible crowning of its princess upon the Eng- 
lish throne. Within the last few generations it has 
romances, tragedies, and sorrows enough of its own 
to make court life more tense than interesting. 

Louis IL. of Bavaria, the grandfather of Prince Lud- 
wig, was forced to abdicate, and the royal cousins of 
the prince, King Louis II. and King .Otto, have been 
‘Incomparable sources of turmoil and solicitude with 
their unhappy love affairs and subsequent insanity. 


* * 
People Force Louis to Abdicate. 

King Lowis I., the father of the present Regent 
Luitpold, was a man of exceptionally ardent tempera-« 
ment. He was passionately fond of music and pat- 
ronised “art most liberally. He incurred enormous 
. debts tn the improvement of Munich and aroused the 
suspicions of his subjects by patronizing the Jesuits. 
When he finally succumbed to the charms of the ad- 
yenturess, Lola Montez, the people rebelled and seized 
the public arsenals. In 1848 he was forced to abdi- 
cate, and Maximilian II. came to the throne. Prince 
Luitpold, the father-in-law of the “queen of Eng- 
land,” was a young diplomat and soldier. Twelve 
years after Louis’ abdication his brother, King Otto 
of Greece, fell from grace and had to give up his 
throne. , 

Louis Il. was much like his grandfather in his de- 
votion to the fine arts and also in his personal ex- 
travagances. He had an exaggerated notion of the 
importance of a royal person and refused to allow 
any/of his family to associate with those of common 
origin. He was much in love with his fascinating 
cousin, Sophia of Bavaria, and unfortunately that 
lady was more than democratic and had.many friends 
among the artists and musicians of the capital. Louis 
objected especially to her familiarity with a certain 
photographer, @ ost cultured man who had traveled 
in the orient and was regarded as a master in his 
Mttle known art. His Prussian mother objected to the 
union @né a. ous lady in waiting contrived t 
prejudice her “further against Sophia. 

On one occasion they heard that'the young womar 
and a friend were to visit the photographer in his 
studio and the queen persuaded her son Louis te ac- 
company her to the studio. When they were an- 
nounced, Sophia, realizing that her royal flancé would 
greatly disapprove of her presence, thoughtlessly 
stepped behind 4 screen, where she was discovered by 
the queen and exposed. Louis turned from her in 
scorn and left the room. From that time forth the 
engagement was broken. 
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Unfortunate Ending of Romance. 

During the ensuing year, however, Louis learned 
how he had.been misled, and when Sophia was mar- 
riea to the French Royal Duke of Alencon Louis ‘at- 
tended the marriage feast and did everything in his 
ipower to make amends for his action. He never for- 
gave his mother, and the’affair preyed so heavily upon 
his mind that he finally became demented and drownéd 
himself. 

His brother, Otto, who succeeded him, was equally 
unfortunate. At 21 he fell in love with a young 
countess and devoted much of his time to her. On one 
occasion they were on a picnic and he spent an entire 
afternoon wandering with her in the strawberry flelds. 
His brother, Louis, found them and took Otto severely 
to task. The girl was promptly immyred in a con- 
vent.and the royal lover closely watched.

revolt as the peculiar institution of those nations which 

bask far south under the tropical sun, changing presi- 
dents with. moon phases, and governments with the 
seasons. 

Seldom, unless one is pretty conversant with history, 
does one associate Mexico with the thought of this 
sort of thing, yet, in its day, the nation of Cortez was 
otter than all modern imitators. Probably this 
change is partly due to the iron hand of that stern 
whitebeard, Diaz, who—when the truth is known—ap- 
pears to have had sufficient trouble himself. He him- 
self stepped to the presidential chair through the 
smoke of revolution. Before his time every season 
had its uprising. Men rose and fell between the dark 
ef the moon and the dusk of the sun. And it was not 
all comedy. .One looks upon the bloodless battles and 
opera bouffe tactics of today and is wont to laugh. But 
there was a different past—glorious and gory, ro- 


‘mantic and tragic—written more or less delibly in 


time’s archives under the caption “ Revolts and Revo- 
lutions of Mexico.”

Fascinating Figures in History. 

Iturbide, Santa Ana, Juarez—one remembers them 
but vaguely, yet in their time no figures eclipsed them 
in fascination. Maximilian and Carlotta—to the aver- 
age man their names are vague whispers of dead 
ghosts, but their story is of the most romantic-tragic 
fabric of history. For a little brief moment they stood 
at the crest of a wave of ambition that carried them 
where the déstinies of a continent lay with their rise 
or fall. And then the wave broke itself on the reefs, 
and they, the Jotus eaters of fate. went down to mad- 


-ness and to death. 


Though he can hardly be called the first of Mexican 
revolutionists, Iturbide was surely the earliest great 
leader of revolt. In 1820-21 it was he who led the 
forces that crowded Spain out of the country she had 
so ruthlessly taken from Montezuma. [In the turmoi! 
that followed he made himself emperor and remained 
supreme in the troubled state of his nation for 
eighteen months. Then he found. himself deserted by 
those who so shortly before had been his best lieuten- 
ants—Santa Ana, Guerrero, and Bravo, the next gener- 
ation of revolutionists—and yielded the throne, retire 
ing from Mexico on a pension ,of $25,000. 

Iturbide lived abroad for a couple of years, only to 
return to Mexico in 1824, ignorant that he had been 
outlawed by the republican. government. He was ar- 
rested on landing, tried, and shot to ‘death.

Santa Ana “Champion” Revolutionist. 


Santa Ana, who began the revolution against Itur- 


‘bide, probably may be set down as the most insistent 


revolutionist of all time, so far as Mexico is concerned. 
After overthrowing Iturbide in 1822 he was little 
heard of until 1828, when he again took the field for 
his former brother in revolt, Guerrero, with the result 
that the latter. displaced Pedraza as president. The 
following year he was the chief factor in the final 
expulsion from Mexico of Spanish forces. 

In rapid succession he rose against his twice con- 
federate, Guerrero, and against that worthy’s suc- 
cessor, Bustamante, whose place Santa Ana handed 
over to Pedraza, whom he had once pushed from the 
presidency. The next year Santa Ana got the presi- 
dency for himself partly by force of arms, and left his 
vice president to administer the affairs of state while 
he retired to the ease of his hacienda. Im 1835 he 
suppressed a revolt against his power. The. next year 
he led the army which fought the revolutionists in 
Tegas and took the Alamo, but he was in turn de- 
feated and taken, prisoner at San Jacinto by Sam 
Heuston, and sent to the United States after he. had 
pledged himself to secure the independence of Texas.

saw that he did not intend to outrage the “Liberals by 
resto ‘the great wealth of lands they once had 
held, and they promptly deserted him. 


In vain did Maximilian adept the grandson of the 
former Emperor Iturbide in the hope of arousing Mex- 
ican -patriotism. The props were falling. Bazaine and 
the veteran French forces remained between him and 
the collapse of his empire, and, with some reinforce- 
ments which seemed forthcoming from France, Aus- 
tria, and the papal states, there was still every hope 
of ‘restoring Mexico to submission. 

Alas! these things were never to be. The middle of 
1865 saw the conclusion of the civil war in the United 
States and left the federal government face to fade 
with the giant problem of mustering out a million 
men. The smoothness with which that work was 
accomplished leaves for present outlook no hint of the 
tremendous and enge problem it presented at the 
time. 


Great pretiens itiiese a Peril. 

Here were these hordes of young men who had left 
the school and the plow to take up the musket and 
Saber.

He looked at the million veterans and the great navy 
which might have defeated the combined sea forces of 
the world in that day. Then he looked at the rising 
war cloud on the Prussian frontier and decided that 
his American venture was more than he could sup- 
port. He forthwith ordered Bazgaine home with his 
forces.

Hopeless Pilgrimage of an Empress. 

In the midst of Maximilian’s vexations came this 
frightful blow. His loyal wife and empress could not 
believe. that such treachery was to be dealt. Embark- 
ing at Vera Cruz, she made her way to Paris. There 
the daughter, of the proud house of Coburg tearfully 
prostrated herself before the adventurer and his com- 
mon stock empress, begging that her husband be not 
deserted in his need. Napoleon laughed and shook his 
head. What she asked was imposstble. 

Half crazed, she made her way to Rome and pleaded 
there with Pius IX. Almost mad, she insisted on stay- 
ing over night in the vatican, and when they bore 
her out at length the next day and took her to a 
cloister nearby, her life’s tragedy had passed the cli- 
max—a wife at 17, an empress at 24, a mad- woman 
at 26. 

Of the fate that awaited her husband she never 
knew. While she was on the seas making her way 
to Napoleon’s court Maximilian: was being slowly 


dpiven to bay by Juarez and his generals. He had re- 


fused to leave when the last French detachment sailed, 
saying that he would remain to share the fate of his 
supporters. Vainly he tried to save the day by re- 
cruiting such adventurers as left the Lost Cause and 
came through Texas and across the border.\ His little 
10,000 men were cut off by disease, desertion, and 
battle.

Maximilian Refuses te Desert Friends. 

At Queretaro, as May was ushered in—the month 
that marked his third year in Mexico—he took his last 
stand, in a vain attempt to defend the town against 
the revolutionary force under Gen. Escobedo. When 
the defense seemed hopeless the broken emperor's 
courier brought him the word that his empress had 
died in France. He no longer cared—at least she 
would be spared the knowledge of his end. That night 
his leaders advised him to make his way through the 
lines and escape. Once more he declined to assume a 
fate better than that of his Mexican friends. 

On the night of the 14th of May his most trusted 
friend, Col. Lopez, betrayed him to the enemy, who 
secretly entered the town and secured the emperor. 
Even then he might have saved his life. So lovable 
and gentle was his nature, so fine the regard of even 
his enemies, that his immediate captors offered him 
an opportunity to slip away in civilian garb. Even 
then he declined the opportunity to live, lest his es- 
cape ‘compromise a too generous foe. 

It was hardly dawn, hot and ruddy, on the morning 
of July 19, when three men were led up the Hill of 
the Bells at Queretaro. In the center walked the 
straight, tall presence of the defeated emperor. With 
their backs to the white monastery wall they waited. 
Each declined to be blindfolded or bound. The em- 
peror turned and spoke a few words ‘each to Generals 
Miramon and Mejio, who had been captured with him, 
and stepped from the ae to ee one last request.

Readiness was signified. The corporal closed his 
eyes as he pronounced the doom. Seven rifles sput- 
tered red; the white smoke hung lazily and drifted. 
By the chapel wall, just as the matin bells broke out, 
lay, between the bodies of his generals, he who had 
been emperor of Mexico. 

His last wish was that the bullets be sent low, “that 
my mother may look again upon my face.” His wife

ROM the hills of Brown county down in: 


Indiana have come forth a series of wood 
block prints which breathe of old Japan. 
The artist is Gustave Baumann, a young 
Chicagoan. Not that the prints them- 
Selves recall Japan—they are too modern 
in their treatment for that—but the wood 
block is the child of the oriental country 
and but few modern artists are in the school of its 
revival. 

A few years ago Gustave Baumann decided to go over 
to Europe and settle down in the toy making section 
of Bavaria to study figure carving as» do the people 
who furnish the youngsters of the world with their 
play ‘féllows. Before that time Mr. Baumann had been 
working for an engraving house’ in Chicago, and con- 
fesses: to a chief ambition for “making good soap la- 
bels:” . Why soap labels? Well, that was the question 
put to him, and he replied, “Because that was better 
than I was doing.” Still why séap labels, why not any 
other label? Mr. Baumann doesn’t say. 

He went to Bavaria and he stayed five or six years 
learning the Bavarian way of carving. He made a 
whole villagwe—the cbuntry dude. the village flirt, the

Springfield will be the Mecca of the loyal 
workere for that coffiplete equglity thet will 
be in the process of beginning to be when the 
politica! disabilities of women will have been 
at last removed. To put it in simple lan- 
guage, a number of women who believe in 
having equa} rights will go to Springfield next 
week to see their bill gothrough. 

They wil} leave here Tuesday morning at 
9 o'clock ovér the Illinois Central on the suf- 
frage special, a train running op its own 
schedule, carrying two diners and ‘one obeer- 
vation car, from which rear end speeches . 
wil] be made en. route. Twenty minute stops 
will. be. made at Gilman, Gibson City, Mount 
Pulaski, Clinton, and other places. a2 
Roebuck & Co. have requested the delegation 
to stop and address their employes at Kan; 
kakee. The specie! will arrive in Springfield 
at 5 p. m. 

In the evening they ‘will have a hearing 
before the house, and from the capitol they 


will go to a reception to be given by Mrs. 
Deneen at the governor's ‘mansion. The“ 
| guests will include the members of the legis- 
' lature, their wives, and the suffrage party. 
It is estimated that about 100 women will go 
from Chicago, besides those who will join the 


a “party en route and who will’go from other 


parts of the state.

; There seems a chanée also that the bill wii 
pass the senate, .The women all over the 
state have’ been besieging by mail the repr®- 
sentatives.of their fathers, sone, brothers;

for es yet they have no representatives of 
their own... One legislaxror said that if he had 
to answer his suffrage meat! he would do noth- 
ing else. 

Suffrage workers have been busy at the 
capitol for some weeks, not only Chicago 
women but the Springfield women and women 
from other places. This has not proved es- 


pecially arduous thie year, owing to the fact 


that the assembly haz been in session for only 
two days’ each week. . Nevertheless, Miss 
‘Agnes Nestor and her sodperators in behalf

in behalf of the suffrage bill" have been there 
steadily for several weeks... ;

HOULD.«e churchman ‘tell all he 

knows? : 

Is the silence of a churchman and 

a citizen treason?: 

Is it the mark of a gentleman to keep 
his tongue still when he knows that the 
courts of his land are hampered thereby? 

Should the ancient prophets’ motto, *‘ Cry 
aloud and spare not,”’ be emblazonc<d as the 
modern patriot’s duty? , 

‘The Continent this week brings to account 
ithe members of the denomination which it 
represents who have put what it calls a 
“misjudged honor”’ ahead of duty to the 
law of theland. It isa problem of persona! 
patriotism which is brought out in the lead- 
ing editorial of that church publication when 
it asks: ‘Is it honorable to tell on a neigh- 
bor or associate for violating law and hon- 
esty,”’ | 

In referring to the traffic in votes of the 
‘electors in Ohfo and ‘ppblic legisiators in 
lllindig the Continent suggests that much 
more of the same kind of thing goes on un- 
exposed and is almost a universai-conviction 
“In the senatorial case in the Illinois legis- 
lature,”’ the editorial reads, ** there were in- 
corruptible members who were very certain 
that bribery was being plotted, but they 
would go no further than vague hints to- 
ward overcoming it. More remarkable still. 
im the Ohio case half the citizens of ‘the 
county knew that the other half were regu- 
larly selling their votes, yet none of the inno- 
cent moved to bring the guilty to justice.

“All this is possible because. there. pre- 
vails everywhere in the United States a vir- 
tually undisputed tradition of disbonor at- 
taching to the frank telling of truth about 
@ close at hand rascal. The average Ameri- 
can thinks it a traitor’s part to furnish a 
prosecuting officer any information unfa- 
vorable to a person with whom he has ever 
had the least semblance of friendly relation. 

“ This supposed dictate of honor holds usu- 
ally even in the face of crimes of violence. 
It ig practically impregnable in the face of 
political crime. Many a man otherwise relia- 
ble wil} even perjure himself in a court of 
law rather than give evidence that would com 
viet an acquaintance. Those who will not 
risk perjury balk the investigator as far as 
they dare by obscure answers. 

“I¢ the ordinary citizen will thus shield 
guilty men when their misdeeds are notorious 
enough to attract the attention of the courts, 
much more does his code forbid him to vol- 
unteer information against those whose ir- 
regularities are known to himself alone or 
at.most to a little group ‘ on the inside.’ "’ 

This kind of defense, the Continent thinks, 
is a good weapon in the hand of the trickster 
and a wall sufficient to hide almost any im- 
aginable form of public corruption.

RANDOLPH STREET—Owing to court pro- 
ceedings in connection with clearing the 
title the transaction involving the pur- 
chase of the Schiller building and leasehold 
interest at 108-108 Randolph street by 
Charles W. Pardridge has just been closed, 
the deed being filed for record yesterday.
